1 Early Saturday morn- 
ing the depot of the Furman street line 
was set on fire in some mysterious 
manner, but the flames were discov- 
ered before they had made much head- 
way and were speedily extinguished. 
The oolice were kept on it jump during' 
the early morning- hours following1 up 
wirecutting- squads of strikers. The 
destruction of wires was even more ex- 
tensive than Friday. Hardly a line 
escaped from, the raids of these wire- 
cutting bands. 


Among- the lines whose wires 'suf- 


fered the most were. The cross town 
ine. 
Ralph avenue, Myrtle avenue, 


Green Point. Flushing- avenue, IJush- 
wick avenue. Grand, street. Lorimer 
street and the Fulton street line. The 
wires were mutilated to such an ex- 
test as to wholly disa.ble some of the 
Lines for hours. 
• 


Shortly after midnight the police 


come on a number of cutters on the 
corner of North Third street and Bed- 
ford avenue, and succeeded in arresting 
eleven members. 
The officers were 


compelled to draw their revolvers to 
compel the men to submit to arrest. 
Many of the men succeeded in making- 
their escape. 


The storm of Friday nig-ht and Sat- 


urday morning- added materially to the 
difficulties the trolley lilies had to over- 
come m operating- their lines. Fewer 
cars were run during the earlier hours 
than Friday. Street car sweepers were 
sent- out as soon as the wires were suf- 
ficiently repaired to clear the tracks of 
the accumulated snow and 
slush. 


These sweei>ers were each guarded by 
a half-dozen policemen. The strikers 
congregated in the vicinity of the 
Piidgewootl stables, and became so 
troublesome during the early morning 
that the police charged and dispersed 
them. Many of them took refuge in 
saloons in the neighborhood, but these 
were dislodged by the police, who free- 
ly used ,thoir clubs. 


The police again Saturday raided the 


strikers' headquarters. 
In some in- 


stances the strikers resisted the on- 
slaught of the police, and the latter 
were compelled to draw their revol- 
vers and fire a numbe r of shots over 
the heads of the men before they 
dispersed. 
Iso casualties were re- 


ported. 


John P. Shea, formerly a special DO- 


lice officer, was arrested at 
Ralph 


avenue and Monroe street,, shortly af- 
ter midnight. He was caught in the 
act of pulling dt>wn overhead wires at 
that point.

An Abnormally Tall .Individual Generally 


Has One Fatally Weak Spot.

plodes Iodide, of Nitrogen. 


One of the most dangerous of all ex- 


plosives is a black powder called iodide 
of nitrogen. Whe»-it is dry the slight- 
est touch will often cause it to explode 
with great violence. 


There appears to bo a certain rate o: 


vibration which the compound canno' 
resist. In experiments to determine 
the cause of its excessive explosiveness, 
some damp iodide of nitrogen was 
rubbed on the strings of a bass viol. 11 
is known, says Youth's Companion 
that the strings of such an instrumenl 
will vibrate when those of a similar in- 
strument, having an equal tension, are 
played upon. 


In this case after the explosive ha-c 


become

strings, another bass viol was broughl 
near, and strings were sounded. At a 
certain note the iodide on the pre- 
pared instrument exploded.

Mr. Andrew Fuller has a copy of an 


old nuwspaper that was published in 
Marietta,', Ohio, Sept 18, 1S24. 
The 


paper is yellow with a^e, but the letters 
stand out very clearly and can be easily 
read. Among other things, the paper 
contains the various electoral tickets 
in the field for President — General 
Jackson, Henry Clay and John Quincy 
Adams. Among the names on the Clay 
ticket was that of Wm. Kendall 
of Scioto county, grandfather of Mr 
Charles Kendall, while on the Quincy 
Adams ticket was the name of R. S. 
Holcomb, of Gallia, a relative, we 
believe, of Hon. A. T. Holcomb. 
The 


paper also tells of an officers' meeting 
for instruction, and a rneetin" of citi 
zens to elect two justices of the peace 
over at Lebanon, O., at which an ex- 
Dression was taken on the feeling oi 
the populace as to the various candi 
dates for the presidency. 
Two free 


holders were chosen to receive and count 
ballots. 
It would seem from the re 


suit that General Jackson was _the 
favorite in that section of the country, 
he receiving upwards of 
400 votes, 


while Adams and Clay each received 
over 100 and W. H. Crawford none. 


The paper also states that from a 


London paper of June 7th just received 
(Sept ISth,) we learn that war broke 
out in Burmah in February; also that 
experiments with steam engines were 
unsatisfactory and would likely re- 
sult in failure.
